Than Domestic Demand 


The proposal in Washington that a | 


duty be leyied on refined coppet 
brings out the fact that Canada 
shortly will be producing more of this 
product than she requires for her own 
use. For many years the Dominion 
brought practically all refined 
copper from United States. One 
the complaints often made was that 
blister copper 
went to United States where 
refined and returned in a 
more expensive state for use here. 
With the new plant at Copper Cliff 
which opened last July and the one 
erected by the Noranda and other in- 
terests in Quebec, the Dominion will 
be a considerable exporter of refined

copper if these plants. as well as the 
one at Trail, B.C., all operate at 
capacity. It is estimated Canada 


uses 50,000 tons of copper a year. 
The total production of which the 
plants would be capable would be in 
the neighborhood of 200,000 tons.
